Tried to Keep Ahead of Mob. 

When I returned to the swamp, where

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Ar widespread and profitable system by 
which wealthy factors farm Chinese 
peons out in laundries after paying. the 
expense of smugeling them into the 


United States, was revealed, accord- 
ing to Federal officers here, by the con- 
fesgion of one of four half-famished 
Chinamen found Thursday in a box car 
which had come. to St. Louis by way of 
Canada. ; 

The Chinaman admitted, {t is said, 
that $300 was paid to smuggle him 
across the Canadian border by means 
of breaking the seal of a box car, con- 
eealing him among the merchandise it 
contained, and locking him in. Con- 
federates were notified: ‘to release him 
vwwhen the car reached St. Louis, but 
through a blunder missed doing so be- 
fore railroad men opened the car and 
found the living freight within. The 
three other Celestials refuse to talk. 

Costs $1000 Per Man. 

The cost was learned by the immigra- 
tion. authorities to be about $1000 for 
smuggling one Chinaman into the Unit- 
ed States through Canada. Of this $500 
goes to the Canadian Government, 
which charges a head tax on immigrant 
laborers. 


welcomes Chinamen. But wages are so 
low. in that country. that the factors 
find their peons unprofitable and ship 
them across the Rio Grande whenever 


- While’ working out the cost of their 
transportation and an added profit for 
the factors, the Chinese peons receive 
no wages, the Federal officers say. They 
are given.food and a. _modicum.of opium, 
and their pay is sent to their “owners,” 
as the faetors are called,,,. 

The Chinamen cheerfully eadure sev- 
eral years of ‘virtual slavery for . the 
‘opportunity’ when freedom’ éomés to set 
up for themselves and earn what to 
them is wealth. 

The four Chinamen are Wong Wing, 
Tong Ye, Lee Ye and Lee Fong. They 
were placed inside the box car at Chat- 
ham, Canada, Wednesday morning. 
They are held by the immigration au- 
thorities on the charge of being in this 
country without. proper’ papers. 

Among their effects were found two 
photographs of girls, one a missionary 
and the other an adtresg in tights. In 
a notebook of one of them were _ 
addresses of a dozen white girls in 
Ontario towns,

The killing of young Coltins by Policeman O’Hearn 
reminds me of an incident. Less: than thirty days 
ago at the corner of Locust, street and Commercial 
alley, I witnessed an’ instance of inhuman treatment 
which I relate in the hope that it will stimulate oth- 
ers to do likewise, feeling suré when conditions 
become known to the people of St. Louis they will 
voice a protest that will result in the partial human- 
ising of police methods. ~*~’ . 

. The -victim in this case was any elderly white man, 
arrested in the district where the club has super- 
seded the courts in the administration of justice, 
where arrests are few; wh the. suspect receives 
his punishment’ from a guardian of the peace with a 
nightstick, In other words—the. ‘Levee. 

This man, who would have’ been but- a child in 
the hands of either of his tormentors, stood for fully 
15 minutes ac the patrol box on the corner, while on 
either side stood an officer, ofie of Whom had twist- 
ed his arm until his hand rested almost on the 
‘back of his nedk, while the other struck him repeat- 
edly in the face with his fist; breaking his glasses 
and causing his face to’ bieed.: ‘erossed the street 
in an effort to find the cause fdr this inhumanity 
and while standing there observed that the hand on 
the twisted arth had turned perfectly, blue so cramped 
was the position in which it haid. The officer 
had constituted himself an examining mégistrate 
and in my presence punished a refusal to answer 
hig questions by beating the *vietim over the hand 
and fingers with his nightstick, the blows from whicn 
could have been heard as far as the vietim' S screams 
of anguish. 

Although the prisoner acceded to their. oft-repeated 
demand that he talk, not for one second was the 
brutal twist on his arm released, and when he was 
loaded into the. wagon; the arm fell at his side as if 
paralyzed. 

What justifications these, abies could offer for 
such methods I cannot conceive, as either could have 
held this man and effectively prevented either re- 
sistance or, e:cape without striking a single blow. 

This incident was witnessed by a dozen reputable 
white men, and be it said to our lasting shame, not 
one of us had the courage to interpose’ a protest,

First, proteids; second, milk sugar 
(one of the many sugars known in na- 
ture); third, fats, and fourth, mineral 
salts, such as calcium, phosphate, sodi- 
um and chlortfdes. 

Since {it has been proved that the 
young can live and grow well toward 
maturity on milk alone, it is evident 
-that, with the exception of air, there 
are found in milk all the elements of 
animal nutrition. 

At birth a child’s first effort is to 
breathe in the air that gives the nec- 
essary oxygen for the transformation 
of the food it next cries for. 

Upon this food (of which it takes one- 
seventh its weight daily). it gains about 
an ounce a day for a while. 

At the end of the first year the child 
has taken something like 500 quarts 
(1000 pounds) of milk, containing 40 
pounds of proteid, 40 pounds fat, 50 
pounds sugar, or in all 130 pounds of 
food. Taking, for instance, a normal 
child who at birth weighs seven pounds, 
at the end of one year it should weigh 
about twenty-one pounds—th2 food 
taken during the year having given the 
child twice its weight at birth. 

This gives one a little idea of the of- 
fice of food in the body, of how much 
is used in mere’ living and how little 
really goes to the making of body tissue. 

This increase of actual substance is 
further cut down by the fact that part 
of the weight is water.
